Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Counsel argued that the polymerizable surfactants of each of JP 1 1- 
012512 and Idogawa et al were different from the claimed pofymerizable emulsifiers in that neither of patentees 
disclosed a polymerizable surfactant governed by a hydrophflic functional group and within it a polymerizable group. As 
to Phan et al. Counsel argued that one having ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to use the paint 
composition of Phan et al as an ink. Counsel proposed to limit the polymeric binder to consisting essentially of 
language so as to differentiate the two separate components (colorant + polymeric binder) over the system of at least 
Idogawa et al and JP 1 1-012512 which teaches basically a one component colored polymeric binder. Counsel was 
advised that any determination of patentability would be made when such (arguments, amendments and/or data) has 
become an Officfal part of the record,.
